Yesterday afternoon the Expositor 


published the following article in its 
news columns: 


"It is said that a secret meeting of tho 


saloon men of the oeunty was held in 
this city this afternoon to take action on 
account of the action of the supervisors 
closing the saloons ou Sunday. It is 
said tho action will be retaliatory in its 
nature, and will have for its object the 
ousting of three of the supervisors from 
office.

oflice in another; Mr. Butler ia charged 
with collecting mileage in some wrong 
and irregular way; while the charge 
igainst Mr. Foster" is that he failed to 
tile his statement of election expenses, 
as provided and required by law. From

This statement caused considerable 


comment on the street, and aroused, 
much feeling amongst the retail liquor 
dealers. 


A number of tlmrn were; interviewed 


uid stated that the statements were 
'also in every particular except that a 
mooting was held, and unfair towards 
.he persons engaged in the retail liquor 
justness in general and particularly so 
.o those who attended that meeting. 


It was characterized by some of them 


as an attempt by some people here to 
use the saloon men as a catspaw to pull 
their political and personal chestnuts 
out of the fire. 


One prominent man iu the business 


stated that this report would make the 
liquor dealers out to be great fojls to 
thus try to fly in the face of the Board 
of Supervisors in any such manner. 


Said he, "In passing that ordinance tbe 


Board of Supervisors merely exercised 
their powers as such, ns they had a right 
to do, and while it was not what we, 
who arc conducting the business wanted, 
It is what wo got and will be the law. 


"With regard to the meeting held this 


ifternoon it was riot for the purpose of 
inaugurating a retaliatory campaign at 
all. It was for the purpose of adopting 
a plan and organization amongst our- 
selves to enforce that ordinance when it 
went into effect. 


"As you well know thero are some 


men in the business who will obey the

At the meeting of the Board of State 


Viticultural Commissioners, 
recently 


held, the matter of the movement of 
Fresno raisin growers with regard to the 
tariff was considered. 


Colonel W. Forsytli is in receipt of the 


following resolutions passed by that 
body, which omit to credit raisin grow- 
ers with anjr part in the matter, attrib- 
iting the work to raisin packers, who 
with few exceptions took active part ia 
the movement. 


However, us the purpose of tho reso- 


lutions is right, it matters little who is 
credited with the work further than to 
conserve the facts. It should be made 
to appear that raisin growers, almost to 
n man, are earnestly backing up this 
demand. 


Raisin growers will appreciate the in- 


terest taken by the viticulturul commis- 
sioners who are thus kindly coming to 
their aid. Tho following is a copy of the 
resolutions transmitted to Colonel For- 
ty th, chairman of the raisin tariff or- 
ganization : 


"SAX FRANCISCO, October 13. 


"Resolved, By the executive commit- 


tee of the board of atate viticultural 
commissioners, that this board heartily 
indosflfia the efforts of the Taisin packers 
of Fresno to retain the duty on raisins 
imported into the United States; and 
that this board deems that any reduc- 
tion in duty would be attended by loss 
on the part of domestic producers. 


"Resolved, That this board favors 


placing the duty of 2>£ cents per pound 
upon ml /ante currants imported into 
the United States as a means of extend- 
ing the sale of low grade domestic rai-

We 
must, as packers, bear in mind that 
even if other parties do cut prices, it is 
not necessary for us to do so. By so 
doing we aid in keeping others from 
weakening, and accepting offers below 
the ruling prices. 


Stocks of green fruits are diminishing 


daily, nothing coming iuto market now 
excepting a few peaches and apples, 
which meet with ready sales at fair 
prices. There bfis been a decided im- 
provement in the demand of ail kinds of 
vegetables, with corresponding improve- 
ments in both supply and quality. 
Stocks of eggs are somewhat heavier, a'l- 
though there has been no decline in the 
price, hut the eg? market shows a 
weaker tendency. 
While poultry of all 


kinds is scarce, the market is kept 
iretty well cleaned up. Game comes to 
tand very slowly, meeting with ready 
sale fit fair prices.

The Pon- 
tnrdawc tin works next came into the 
field with a sheet 14J by 7 ii-16, or a sur- 
face of l lfi-17 inches, weighing GO grains, 
but being reduced to 44 inches is 24J 
grains, a trifle heavier than the Marsh- 
tield, but Pontardawe claims 3,799 sheets 
to intiko 1 inch in thickness. 
. "We now couie to the climax. The 
mill manager of Messrs. W. Halhim & 
Co. of the Upper Forest tin works, near 
Swansea, succeeded in making a sheet 
of the finest appearance aud thinness 
that has over yet been seen by mortal 


Tho iron from which the sheet was 


rolled was made on the premises. It 
was worked in a finery with charcoal 
and the usual blast; afterward taken to 
the hammer to bo formed into a ilgulur 
flat bottom; from thence conveyed to 
the bulling fiimacel and when sufficient- 
ly heated taken up to the rolls, length- 
ened and cut by shears into propel 
lengths, piled up and transferred to tho 
balling furnace again. When heated, it 
was passed 
through the rolls, back 


again into tho balling furnace, and when 
duly brought to the proper pitch was 
taken to the rolls and made into a thor- 
oughly good bar. 


Such is the history in connection with 


tho 
forgo department. It was theu 


taken to the tin mills and rolled rill it 
was supposed to be thinner than 23 
grains, afterward patsed through tl.e 
cold mills to give it the necessary polish, 
and it stands on record as the thinnest 
sheet of iron ever rolled. The sheet in 
question was 10 by 5* inches, or 55 
inches in surface, and weighed but SO 
grains, which, being brought- to the 
standard of 8 by oi inches, or 41 surface 
inches, is but 10 grains, or SO per cent 
less than any previous effort, and re- 
quired at least 4,800 to make an inch in 
thickness.—Paper Makers' Journal.

A bonus of 16 ccnte for each kangaroo 
killed is offered in Australia; hence tho 
colonists are gradually exterminating 
theeo native animals.

Thai Sher- 
iff ^cott felt Curtis was entitled to pro- 
:ection is shown by ihe fact that he sent 
lo Poscii a man who had made a record, 
one lloyd, who is now under indictment 
for the murder of John J. Maloney, in 
Fresno. 


"Thesemen strcnnoiislydony that they 


ever bribed any jury, or that they made 
any deinaud on Curtis for such services. 
They admit that they were in Fresno on 
the day that Curtia asked for protection, 
but declare that they were not near Cur- 
tis' ranch, and that'thev did not see him 
on thitt day or molest him then or at 
any other time. They did dine with 
Senator Goucher, who declares he was 
asked to defend them in the event that 
they should get into trouble. The tes- 
timony supplied by Goucher is the most 
important in the chain. 


"McManus and Dunn, it is alleged, 


told Goucher that four jurors had been 
bribed in the Curtis case, and that *SOQO 
had been paid. After the trial, the 


King" said, the money waa not forth- 


coming and a formal demand was met 
with the response that the same men 
had been paid'$2000 apiece already by 
the attorneys, who claimed to hold their 
receipts. MeMiinus and Dunn insisted 
that these receipts be shown them and 


iceting at the attorney's oflice was 


agreed uijon. When the receipts were 
produced McManua said he pounced 
on them and took them away, and that 
he then held them. 


"McManus was very angrv because 


Curtis mistrusted both himself and the 
Curtis lawyers and "played double." 
He declared that IIP, waa out ^SOOO and 
would pet his money or make it miyhtv 
unpleasant for Curtia. 
The "Kmgrt 


also intimated that the court even had 
been reached, instancing the fact that 
the jury were not locked up, but wore 
allowed to go to their homes at the 
close of each session. 


"This report of statements SIcManua 


is said to have made ia compiled from 
the repetition by those to whom Senator 
Gonoher told the story. 


''When this story was repeated to 


Curtis at his ranch by an Examiner re- 
jwrter, he eaid that he had expended 
about $SG:000 in fighting the case, and 
was free in admitting that he had been 
bled right and lel't, but declined to give 
the facts in detail or to mention names. 
Mrs. Curtis spoke with equal feeling 
relative to the large sums of money 
which they were forced to expend for 
the defense, but was even more guarded 
in giving specific items than her hus- 
band. Curtis further said that he en- 
gaged the services of a deputy sheriff, 
simply because of the unsettled condi- 
tion of labor in Fresno county. He 
pooh-poohed the 
idea that he waa 


afraid ot McManus." 


J. N. E. WilEou, one of the attornes-s 


for Ourtia, tella the following story ' 
connection with the affair. 


'While the trial of. Curtis was in full 


swing McManus and Dunn paid u. visit 
to him one night in tho. t'Ouutv jail. 
They informed Curtis that for $24,000 
they could have him acquitted of the 
murder of Grant. He protested that he 
did not possess that much coin, but 
thanked them heartily for their show of 
friendship. Then they offered for $8000 
to influence four votes in hia favor, 
which would at least give him a dis- 
agreement. Curtis said that he did not 
even have that sum, and that if he had 
he would not pay any money for tho 
purpose of bribing the jury. 


"Well,1 MuManus said, 'if you are 


afraid to do it we will go and see Wil- 
son.' " 


McManus and Dunn did call on Attor- 


ney Wilson the nest day, and, according 
to the attorney, made him the same 
proposition. 
Wilson- told them there 


was neither $8000 nor S cents m tho Cur- 
tia case and ordered them out of the of- 
fice. 


The two men then went to the Occi- 


dental hotel and forced their way into 
Mrs. Curtis' room. They made a de- 
mand upon her for the ?8000, and by 
using all sorts of threats induced her to 
consent to deed them ten lots in I'eralta 
block, Berkeley. 


Just here, according to Wilson, the 


precious pair made a serious blunder by 
placing into the lady's hands n bit of 
evidence which will by used against 
them at a criminal trial. Sho asked 
them in whose name the deeds should 
be made out, and McManus wrote on n 
slip of paper his own name and that of 
Dunn. An instant later he said that it 
would not be well to use their namps, 
so he drew a line through them on the 
paper and wrote underneath tlie names 
of two women. The men then departed, 
after agreeing to meet Mrs. Curtis at her 
room on Monday at 1 o'clock. 


Subsequently MeManus, Dunn and 


Mrs. Curtis met at Wilson's ollice. The 
two first named repeated their demand 
and on being asked who had authorized 
them to bribe jurors answered they had 
received their authorization from Curtia 
at a second interview. 


McMamiB handed a receipt for $2800 


from the jurors who were bribed to Wil- 
son in proof of hia assertion, and Wilson 
passed it to Mrs. Curtis. As Wilson 
could not get the names of but two of 
the jurors frorn McManus he decided to 
end the interview. 


Thereupon McManua jumped across 


the room, snatched the receipt from 
Mra. Curtis')} hand and made far the 
door. 
Turding at the threshold he 


shouted: 


"This is all a b'uff, Johnny Wilson. 


I'm onto yon; you can't bluff me. 
We'll have that money yet." 
After 


this he and Dunn departed.

One of the most interesting places to 


visit in our neighborhood is the cream- 
ery on the Malsberry place. A large 
can suitable for holding eighty gallons 
of. milk ia filled, and this runs off 
through a pipe into the aeparator, a ves- 
sel peculiar in its construction. 
It 


holds about two gallons to start with, 
and soon as the machinery is put in op- 
eration the cream and milk begins to 
separate. The latter runs but through 
several small tubes to the bottom of the 
aeparator iuto the main tube and finally 
into the trough. 


The cream being forced to the small 


pans m the bottom, passes out through 
a very small tube through the pipe lead- 
ing from the separator and into a can. 
It requires some 5600 revolutions a min- 
ute to force the cream out at a proper 
thickness. Between 200 and 250 rolls of 
butter are made in this creamery 
weekly, and the separator is worked 
twice u dtw. The machinery consists of 
an immense wheel on the outside and an 
oil engine is also used. Two wheels 
were also running inside, one being in 
direct connection with the separator. 


It is not to be wondered at that our 


genial neighbor finds a ready market for 
his butter, for it must of necessity be of 
the best, as he has every convenience 
for making it so.

To every 
citizen, whether he be a farmer, artizan 
or laborer, the growth and development 
of the city and the home market is of 
vital importance. Every new industry 
established and every person added to 
the population expands tbe home mar- 
ket just that much, and to tbe home 
market thfe farmer must look for a large 
share of hie profits. To the growth 
and advancement of tbe city the me- 
chanic and laborer must also look for 
profitable employment, and hence all 
classes have a personal interest in the 
development of local business and enter- 
prise. It must be apparent to the most 
careleec .thinker that this cannot be 
done by Ecnding money away from 
home needlessly and to the detriment of 
local business and industry.

A Correspondent Suggests That 


They Irrigate. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN :—How many of 


our grain farmers are working their 
places to the best advantage? Not all 
of them, I,can assure you. Suppose the 
farmer of a section of land anywhere 
under possible irrigation facilities goes 
on year after year dry seeding the land 
to grain and harvesting the crop, how 
will he eventually come out? If he has 
a good pair of shoes to walk out in after 
a few years he may be thankful, if he is 
out of debt. 


Hut how different it is where the 


farmer uses good judgment to Btart. in 
with by selecting land sufficiently level 
to admit of irrigation, and follows it up 
by flooding the land before plowing and 
seeding it in the fall. The cost of plow- 
ing, seeding and harvesting the crop is 
tbe same, no matter whether the yield 
is ten bushels or forty bushels per acre. 
Forty acres properly flooded, plowed ami 
seeded will ordinarily yield as much as 
120 acres of dry grain land, and the ex- 
pense of producing the crop is reduced 
by more than fifty; per cent. 
'It takes our grain farmers longer than 


any other class to learn the improved 
methods possible under irrigation, bul 
they must keep up with the march ol 
projrre.-a nr give wuy to the throng who 
are ever pressing forward to (hid new 
and im proved ways to earn a. livelihood 
There ure- thousands of r.cres of grair 
land in Fresno county which could be 
flooded at moderate expense during tbe 
full and winter months, and every acre 
of .such land should ha properly farmed

His remarks \rere interesting, 
touching the creat work that is being 
done b\Mhe American Bible Society.

•Beyond question this story will be 


heard from again and it is well to state 
the facts. On a few young vineyards 
west of town a solution of Paris green — 
one pound to 200 gallons of water— was 
used lust spring to destroy sphinx 
worms. This amount would sprinkle 
the foliage of 1500 vines, and as nearly 
all of the solution adhered to the leaves 
it is estimated that an average man 
would have to devour about twenty tons 
of raisins before he would accumulate 
enough Paris green to make him squeam- 
ish. 


Besides, there ia scarcely any raisins 


produced in the small district infested 
tbe sphinx worm. 


Messrs. Griilin & Skelly state that 


they have no raisins whatever from thi! 
district, and further that none of tbei: 
men have been ill. 


A reporter called to see Montague Par- 


sons, but he was asleep, and na IIR had 
been suHering from a severe bilious at- 
tack, to which he is subject frequently, 
was not disturbed. His physician made 
the following written statement: 


"1 was called to see Moiitague Parsons 


and found him suffering from an acute 
bilious attack, there being no evidence 
of poisoning from Paris green, as stated 
in the Expositor.

the first by the patient of his suspicions 
and had diagnosed the case accordingly, 
but there was not the remotest symptom 
of poisoning.

"The western states are well repre- 


sented and today a delegate from west- 
ern Kansas read a paper on tbe future 
development of western Kansas under 
an irrigation system, and stated that 
they had come out here, to take object 
lessons, as well as attending the con- 
vention. 


"At once a half dozen Southern Cali- 


fornia delegates were on their feet offer- 
ing free trains to transport them to vari- 
ous irrigation districts, and a committee 
was appointed on excursions.

Strangely enough a sai 
of flour or a ton of wheat may be eei 
through the mail, but it must be sent 
first-class matter, there being no lim 
on the amount of first-class matter s-ei 
Inasmuch aa such articles must be pa 
for at the rate ot 2 cents per ounce i 
generally prefer to trust them to tl 
railroad company, whose rates arealitt 
cheaper.

irst, tbe bens require to be fed 'plenti- 
illy,all they can eat,the same as ;i horse 
r any other domestic mutual, and they 
uisi'nol be expected to lay if they are. 
inde to look imrepsantly without find- 
.if- it after a problematic worm or iu- 
ect, sufieriiig and Kcratchiny under the 
rue! pangs of ^hunger. Just fancy a 
inner working and toiling from sun- 
ise till noon, coming borne weary, tried 
ud hungry, his better half presenting 
im with a pick and a shovel and tell- 
ig him, "I have buried your dinner six 
eet under this mound; dig it out and 
at it." 
Or else fancy the fanner turn- 


ig out his horses uftera few days' plow- 
ng into a dry pasture! It is exactly 
IP same thing. I have now a ilock of 
30 very profitable chickens, and give 
tern every morning a bountiful early 
reakfast, after eating which they seek 


commodious place to rest or dust 
icmselves in tbe sun or in the shade, 
s the temperature commands—aud 
hey manufacture eggs. A hen scratch- 
ng'all day without any peace of mind 
r rest, handicapped by ,1 constant hun- 
er, cannot and does not lay well; hence 
omplaints. I do the sanie thing an 
our before sundown and always sec 
iiat tbere is grain or food on the ground 
n the barn yard. 


Second, the housing. This is very im- 
lortant. You cannot possibly knock 
nlo the bead of tbe average farmer of 
Julifornia that tbe fowls want to be 
varmly housed, at any time during the 
light," protected 
from cold draughts 


vbich atllict chickens with colds, sore 
yes, swelled heads, roup, diphtheria, 
c. 
Every one knows of and praises thu 
ool nights in this valley, still the farmer 
n spite of common ?ense, and humanity 
vill have his hens sleep in a house mads 
if lathes opened to all cardinal points 
:nd rain and storm in order to keep 
iway the lire—which precaution, by tbe 
vay, does not incommodatc tlie lice in 
be least. On the contrary, as I will 
bow further on. Then at daylight in 
:he cold foggy mornings of the winter 
he fowls begin the weary search for 
vormsaacl insects; therefore, I repeat, 
he fowls must be at rest at night in a 
,good house, bottomed, free from draught 
,nd during cold weather be let out after 
unrise. 
A simple comparison will show the 


oily of tbe farmer. A fowl is an agri- 
cultural animal and must be treated ac- 
cordingly. When a horse has done a 
hard day'a plowing is he shut up in an 
open barn of lathes where the wind 
tomes in at four sides to freeze his bones 
o the uiarrow? Not a. bit of it, he, is 
int into a warm barn with a plentiful 
iiipply of fragrant hay to munch at 
eisure, until sutisiieil, nnd to rest bis 
weary limbs so as to be ready for the 
toil of the morrow. The above does not 
leed any connr.eiit. Now about lice.it 
s next to an im;):^:->V;ii;y tj ';.'e|> lice. 
iway in an open hitiiy chicken house, as 
,he. only remedy to destroy this y^st lies 
in frequent and cheap fumigation with 
carbolic acid, smouldering faulphur, ur 
any other disinfecting substance, and 
foil cannot any more fumigate such a 
louse than you can bold water in a 
sieve.

of the fowls. This business is a 'li;;,f-.:lt 
one. It requires bard work ami :i VI.TV 
particular attention to details, and takes 
more work aud more brains than to bo 
a doctor, a lawyer, n merchant or any- 
thing else—as one has to be all com- 
bined. A fanner has a horse tempo- 
rarily sick or distempered. 
Does ho 


chop ita head oft? Xo. He doctors it. 
If he has a sick hen, does he doctor it? 
Not a bit of it. Down goes the toma- 
whack. That is all the difference they 
see. I don't see any. That, lien, worth 
50 cents, brings from $2 to $2,50 in eggs 
and chickens—it is hardly worth look- 
in? after, hut if you have from 1 to 100,- 
000, then it may matter. Keep fowls 
well with healthy food, pure, fresh 
water; fumigate them, keep their quar- 
ters clean, and you will have success. 


Now, to close this rather lengthy com- 


munication, I will say briefly that a cap- 
ital of $2500 to $.5000 properly invested 
by a competent man will duplicate i'self 
inside of two years. There is a constant 
market for eggs—cash, mind 
you— 


almost the only product which is not a 
drutf in the market. Tt is pretty hard 
at all times to sell fruit, wheat, raisins, 
stork, wool, sheep and horses. But epga 
and chickens sell like hot cakes. No 
need soliciting orders; there are never 
enough of them to supply the demand, 
aud you need not fear reckless compe- 
tition. And do yon know why it ia? 
Because of the hard work attached to 
the industry. And the day is very far 
off when there will be very many 
chicken ranches in California, because 
one cannot raise them with an eight- 
horse team and walk behind with an 
occasional "gee, and haw."
